VICTORY FOR THE INSURGENTS. 


Government Troops Surrender After 
a Sharp Encounter. 

London, January 24,—(Copyrighted by the 
Associated Press.)}—-The Times today pub- 
lishes the following cable dispatch, dated 
Rio: de Janeiro, January Wth, via Monte- 
video: , 

“Since the arrival here of the Aquidaban, 
the insurgents have been gaining ground 
steadily. They appear to. be more coni- 
dent than before and public opinion ashore 
is oming more favorable to the revolu- 
tion. The people condemn strongly the ap- 
parent inaction of the government in not 
attempting decisive measures. On the morn- 
ing of January 16th, the insurgents attack- 
ed Moeangnec island. While the Aquida- 
ban made preparations tq advance, she 
kept up a heavy fire with th® machine quick 
firing guns until half-past 3 o'clock. Ther, 
at 4.0’clock, the insurgent launches advanc- 
ed, covering the landing of ‘three parties, 
consisting of twenty-seven men each, which 
were placed on Mocaguec Pequena. 

“The insurgents landed just at daybreak 
and immediately charged the government 
battery, capturing its Krupp field pieces, 
one heavy Whitworth and a large supply of 
ammunition. The insurgents then. turned 
the battery against the government troops 
stationed at Morro d’Armacao and Punta 
da Arelea. 

“A sharp hand to hand fight took place 
on the island and was maintained for half 


an hour. At the expiration of this time, | 


the government troops surrendered. 

“The total loss of the government on the 
island was as follows: The commanding 
officer and ten men; fifteen men wounded 
and three officers and 100 men taken -as 
prisoners. The government loss on the 
mainiand is unknown but must have been 

“On the side. of the insurgents, five men 
were killed and seven wounded, 

“Both sides showed pluck, but the de- 
termined rush of the sailors ‘overcame all 
resistance. , 

“Advices from Desterro says that the in- 
surgents have occupied the town of Para- 
nagua. After two hours sharp fighting

INSANE PEOPLE BURNED. 


Nine Out of Ten Inmates of a Building 
Perish in the Flames. 


Boone, Ia., January 24.~The building on 
the Boone eounty*poor farm, itn which the 
incurably insane were confined, was burned 
at 10 o’clock last night and eight of the 
nine inmates were burned to death. Only 
one woman, Mrs. Hibbard, escaped from the 
burning building and gave the alarm to 
Steward Holcomb, who was in the main 
huilding adjacent. It was then too late to 
save the insane people and the main build- 
ing was saved only by the greatest effort. 
The steward says he banked the fires in 
the furnace about 9 o’clock and does not 
know how the fire originated unless from a 
defective fluee.The dead are: Tommy 
Tucker, John Annasniggs, Anna Soderburg, 
Christine Anderson, Christine Peterson, 
Mrs. Scott, Tom Leaser and Joseph Craig. 


DYNAMITE IN THE STOVE. 


Explosion on a Railroad Train—Two 
Passengers Killed. 


San Antonio, Tex., January 24.—A terri- 
ble outrage, resulting in the death of two 
men and the serious, if not fatal, injury of 
six others, occurred this morning just as 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas train was 
leaving San Marcos. A dynamite cartridge, 
which had been placed in the smoking car 
stove by some unknown person, exploded, 
the stove and haif the car being scattered 
to pieces.

Judge Call Orders Him Not to Interfere.

Jacksonville, Fla., January. A--Judge 
Rhydon M. Call reached forth his judicial 
hand at 3 o’clock this afternoon and pulled 
the Duva! Athletic Club out of the hole into 
which it had been cast by the governor of 
Florida. 

To the surprise of almost everybody the 
judge granted the injunction asked for by 


» the club, restraining Sheriff Broward from 


in any way interfering with the fight be- 
tween James J. Corbett and Charles 
Mitchell, which is scheduled to take place 
in this city tomorrow. 

The injunction was brief, the judge 
simply’ stating that in his opinion glove 
contests were not violative of that law of 
Florida which forbids ‘fighting: by previous 
appointment.’”’ 

The courtroom was packed almost to suf- 
focation by the sporting gentry and when 
the import of the order was realized pande- 
‘monium broke loose. Cheer after cheer 
came from the throats. of the ‘overs of 
pugilism and the officials of the court were 
utterly unable to quell the disorder. Judge 
Call grew red in the face and pounded for 
order, but the sports were too overjoyed to 
be controlled easily.

He has-been receiving messager 
from Governor Mitehell and Jacksonville 
every few minutes today and it is probable 
that he has information concerning the 
movements of the prizefighters which 
causes him uneasiness. 

Probably he is led to believe that Corbett 
and Mitchell have been spirited away and 
that they are now resting quietly in Geor- 
gia. Is Governor Northen in earnest and 
does he intend to prevent the fight in Geor- 
gia are questions which none who’ know 
the man would ask. He is in dead earn- 
est; he means business. His plas are not 
farcical in.,nature, but are well laid and will 
be carried out by large forces of state 
militiamen and armed citizens. “‘Why did 
I come here?’ said Governor Northen, as 
he stroked his long beard, “because I will 
not leave the duty of preventing the fight 
to be performed by the states forces and 
remain away from the scene of action.

They Pack Their Commissary Wagon 
and Move Towards the Border. 
Brunswick, Ga., January 24.—(Special.)-

The Constitution's 
telegram for news was read to them and 
they gave a send off to The Constitution 
and its ‘war. correspondent,” as they 
dubbed him. At this point the correspond- 
ent handed Captain Thomas a telegram 
from Governor Northen instructing him to 
move the Guards on duty at daylight to- 
morrow. This was first interpreted to mean

THE DAY IN CONGRESS. 


Hawaiian Resolution Went Over Until 
Today—The Federal Election Bill. 
Washington, January 24.—At 2 o’clock the 
bill repealing the federal election laws ca ne 
up as the unfinished business in the senate. 
Various amendments were submitted to 
the Hawaiian resolution and, by agreement, 
it went over until tomorrow, when Senator 
Teller will take the floor. 

Senator Lodge then took the floor in oppo- 
sition to the bill repealing the federal elec- 
thn laws. 

At 8:05 o’clock the senator concluded his 
remarks and, on motion of Senator Allison, 
the senate went into executive session. 

At 3:15 o’clock the doors were reopened 
and Senator Coke, of Texas, called up the 
bill authorizing the Gulf, Beaumont and 
Kansas City Kailroad Company to bridge 
the Neches and Sabine rivers in Louisiana 
and Texas. This measure was made the oc- 
casion of a detailed discussion by Senator 
Vert of the recent veto by Prasident Cleve- 
land of the New York and New Jersey 
bridge bill. ‘‘The president,”’ said he, “in 
his veto message says, ‘I am by no means 
certain that the secretary of war, who 
is invested by the terms of the bill with 
considerable discretion as far as the plans of 
the structure are concerned, would have the 
power to exact of the promoters of this 
enterprise the erection of a bridge spanning 
the entire river.’ We have in the New 
York bridge bill the identical provision 
that we have here—that the nlans should be 
submitted to the secretary of war, and, un- 
approved by him, the strutture shall not be 
commenced. The president—and I mention 
it with great respect—has overlooked the 
decision of the supreme court of the United 
States on this very matter. In the New 
York case—a case where the same identical 
question submitted to the court was the 
one raised by the president in his recent 
inmessage, the court decided as follows: 
‘It is competent for congress, having au- 
thorized the construction of a bridge at a 
given height ovér a navigable.river, to 
empower the secretary of war to’determine 
whether fhe proposed bill will be a serious 
obstruction to navigation and to authorize 
changes in the plans of the proposed struc- 
ture.’ ’’ 

After these remarks by Senator Vest 
the bill was passed, several minor amend- 
ments being first adopted. 

The bill extending the time for the con- 
struction of the bridge across the Calumet 
river, Illinois; the senate bill authorizing 
the issue of a patent to the Presbytenan 
board of home missions for certain lands 
on the Omaha Indian reservation for school 
purposes and the house bill to authorize 
the secretary of the interior to reserve 
from sale certain land in the abandoned 
fort Cummings military reservation were 
passed.

John Sherman Sees nan Ray of Hope to 
Defeat the Tariff Dill. 


Spokane, Wash., “anuary 24.—Walter 
Hughson, a resident of this city, has for- 
warded to Governor McGraw the following 
letter received from Senator John Sherman: 

‘“‘Washington, D. C., January 8.—Mr. Wal- 
ter Hughson—Dear Sir: I have not felt at 
liberty to write to the governor of Washing- 
ton, advising a special session of legislature 
to elect a republican senator. I have felt 
that he is better able to determine this 
question than I am, at this distance; that it 
would be presumption in me to volunteer 
advice unless my opinion were asked by 


him.

WORSHAM’S KILLING. 


Dr. J. B Hinkle Makes.a Statement 
to the Jury. 


IT 1S A CAREFULLY WRITTEN ONE 


Druggist Davenport Tells of Two Conver- 
sations He Had with the Dead Man. 
One on the Day of the Shooting. 


Americus, Ga., January 24.—(Special.)—At 
the conyening of court at 8:30 ’clock this 
morning, the crowd’ in attendance at the 
Hinkle trial was, if possible, greater than 
the day before. Joe Fletcher, a hack driv- 
er was put on the stand and testified that 
at the distance of 1,000 yards from Hinkle’s 
office, he saw two pistol flashes, one sev- 
eral feet higher than the other. 

Jane Barber, a.colored maid at the Brown 
house across the street, saw three pistol 
flashes. Boykin Glover, a clerk, testified 
that he was in the street nearly opposite 
Hinkle’s office; heard pistol shots; went to 
the spot; saw the Hinkles and Worsham, 
and heard Mr. A. Rylander ask Dr. J. B. 
Hinkle ‘“‘who did it?’ and heard Hinkle’ re- 
ply: “It is Worsham. He attacked Albert 
and I shot him.”’ 

The cross examination developed. that 
Glover’s present testimony was not entire- 
ly in accord with that delivered at the 
coroner’s inquest, his memory having fail- 
ed him, as he stated, in regard to some 
points he formerly testified to. 

Major M. Speer testified that he passed 
Hinkle’s office at 5:10 o’clock and said 
“good evening’ to the Hinkles, who were 
standing at their door. He passed on to 
his home, a few doors below, and within 
ten minutes thereafter heard the pistol 
shots. Miss Carrie Speer, daughver of Ma- 
jor Speer, was in the rear part of the libra- 
ry, next door north of Hinkle’s office at 
5:20 o’clock and saw and heard the. pistol 
shots through a side window. 

Sheriff Forrest, on order of the court, 
brought in the clothes and hat of Dr. Wor- 
sham. ; 

John R, Shaw, brother-in-law of Dr. Wor- 
sham, testified as to the identity of the 
clothing. and hat of Dr. Worsham, which 
were exhibited. At the sight of these Mrs. 
Worsham was overcome with grief and her 
sobs could be heard all over the room. The 
two brothers of the deceased were also much 
affected at the sight. 

Dr. L. M. McLendon was next examined. 
He also identified the clothes. He was at 
the Granberry corner, about one hundred 
yards north of Hinkle’s office; saw and 
heard the pistol shots; ran down to the spot, 
felt the pulse of Dr. Worsham and saw that 
life was extinct. He helped carry the body 
into Davenport’s drug store, near by; ex- 
amined the wounds and searched the body 
for weapons at the request of the police and 
found none. He subsequently was present 
and assisted in performing the autopsy. 
He was on the stand one hour, and testified 
in minute and technical detail as to the 
character, location and fatality of the 
wounds. He did not belteve from the di- 
rection and location of the Wuunds that one 
man could have fired all the shots. Two 
balls, both 38-caliber, were found at the au- 
topsy, but the third could not be found. 

Sheriff Forrest testified as to the identity 
of the clothes and hat of Dr, Worsham, 
produced by him in court. Judge Fort asked 
permission to have the sheriff produce the 
broken hat of Dr. Hinkle, which the court 
allowed over the objections of the prosecu- 
tion. The sheriff identified the hat of Dr. 
A. B. Hinkle. 

D. F. Davenport testified that he was 
among the first to reach the scene of the 
shooting, his drug store being two doors 


north. He entered Dr. Hinkle’s office with 


Policemen Fagin and Barrow and assisted 
in the search for weapons. He found a 
38-caliber pistol, @ surgton’s amputating 
knife and a 32-caliber pistol. The first pis- 
tol had three barrels discharged, and the 
second one barrel. He and Dr. MeLendon 
helped to carry the body, one at each arm.

They Knock the Sheriff Down ‘and. 


~~ Ran Out. 


HE I$ DANGEROUSLY WOUNDED 


Three of the Prisoners Have Been Recap- 
tured—There May Be a Lyncbing at 
Thomson, if the Sheriff Dies. 


Thomson, Ga., January 24.—(Special.)— 
Sheriff Hawes was knocked senseless while 
feeding the prisorers this evening and six 
hegroes made their escape. Mr. Hawes had 
gone in the jail with the dinner for the six 
hegroes confined therein und had == given 
them their dinners. Their meals were 
found iu the cells untouched. it seems that 
ué had started up the stairway !eading to 
the upper cells and had gotten to where 
the stairway turns, when he was struck 
from above by one of the negroes with a 
piece of 2x4 inch scantling used as a rail- 
ing for the stairs. They had loosened it and 
could fit it back. It was a powerful blow 
and cut a gash in the sherift’s head five 
inches long. It Knocked him to the bottom 
fioor ten feet below. : 

Mr. Hawes was apparently dead and af- 
ter taking his pistol and jail keys, the pris- 
oners all walked out, shutting the jail door 
but failed to lock it. Mr. R. H. Pearce, 
clerk of the court, was coming from dn- 
ner. He was attracted by the conversation 
of some negro girls, and seeinz the large 
wooden gate of the jail enclosure partly 
open, he concluded to investigate it. To- 
gether with Mr. E. A. Shields, he went in 
the yard. They heard some one cry out. 
Then they examined ‘the door and saw it 
was not locked and opened it, and saw 
Sheriff Hawes in a pool of  biood. Mr. 
Pearce ran for Dr. Harrison and in a few 
minutes the town was wild. Ur. Harrison 
has been with the sheriff all the evening 
and suys that his skull is badly fractured, 
and that his condition is critical. 

I'rom the best information, Mr. Hawes 
had becn knocked down fifteen minutes be- 
fore he was found. The negroes who es- 
caped were Jim Kendrick, Wash Kendrick, 
Bob Harris, Jim Gibson, George Green and 
Simon Reese.

Excite- 
ment is very high over this brutal assault 
and should Mr. Hawes die, a lynching would 
be no surprise. None of the negroes were 
charged with capital offenses, Assault 
with intent to murder and burglary were 
the highest offenses charged. Mr. Hawes 
is resting easy late tonight, but the charces 
are against his recovery.

Has Been Finally Disposed Df.

JUDGE SPEER’S CHARGE TO A JURY 


He Points to the Country, the/Court, the 
Marsbal and the District rney 
as Object Lesson 


Savannah, Ga., January 24.—(Sp 
Judge Emory Speer delivered an inte 
ing and rather sensational charge to the 
gvand jury in the district court here this 
morning. After speaking of the duties of 
grand juries in upholding the laws of the 
United States, he went into a discussion of 
the cuestion that it was as much the duty 
of a southerner to uphold and support throse 
laws as for any other citizen. In comment- 
ing on the proposition as to what would 
have been the condition of affairs had the 
south been victorious in the late war, he 
said: 

‘In all the light which the lapse of years 
has thrown upon that terrible struggle and 
upon its results, it cannot be doubted by the 
thinking and philosophic that the jcondition 
wbduld have -bbeen much worse than it is 
noW. We would have been a strong mili- 
tary government as a matter of necessity. 
Those of us who are of the appropriate 
military age would have been in the stand- 
ing army or the navy. Our boundaries 
would have bristled with forts. Opposed as 
we would have been by the spirited people 
of the northern section of this country, 4 
people noted for courage and determination, 
we would have had constant wars. We 
would have been taxed into a condition of 
poverty, which the people could not have 
borne. What is the spectacle now? 

‘‘We have an harmonious union, beneficent 
in all its results upon more than sixty mil- 
lion people, and the very men who attempt- 
ed to separate this country into two inde- 
pendent governments, are actually combin- 
ing for its welfare, and taking a patriotic 
part in its councils, and discharging with 
impartiality its public functions and, with 
even devotion, its military duties. No other 
people can pvint in its history to such an 
instance of magnanimity on the part of 
the government. It could only be possi- 
ble where the powers of the government 
flow from phe sovereignty .of the people. 
Suppose the people of Poland, with far 
greater reason, had attempted to throw off 
the Russian yoke and establish an @nde- 
pendent sovereignty: What would have 
been the result of their defeat? Their lead- 
ers would die under the Russian Knout, or 
expiate their lives in the quicksilver mines 
of northern Siberia. 

**Vae victis is the maxim under the mon- 
archic or despotic governments, where peo- 
ple revolt and are defeated, but here we 
witness in this great government, which we 
tried to overturn, and its court, the object 
lesson that the marshal and the district at- 
torney were gallant confederate soldiers, 
and the judge himself had the impudence 
to fire on the flag of his country from the 
outworks of two of the cities in which he 
now holds his courts. Certainly such a 
government, so magnanimous, with such 
laws, deserves the full, free, and unreserved 
support of all its people, and, as I @ave 
said, it has had the support of the juries 
and grand juries of this court, and 1 do not 
doubt it will have your support.”

BURIED COIN FOUND. 


The Story of an Old Frontier Crime in 
Texas Kecailed. 

Abeline, Tex., January 24.—A farm hand 
employed on the Hamon tarm, located 
some twelve miles from this city, has struck 
a rich find in the shape of a buried treasure, 
having unearthed a pot of gold and silver 
coin, amounting to $5,100. 

The finding of this treasure has incidental- 
ly been the cause of very vividly recalling 
to the memory of the oldest settler the story 
of a most horrible border massacre, when 
this was only a wide expanse of the wild 
frontier, inhabited only by buffalo, cattle 
and Indians and a wild, desperado class of 
border ruftians. After the ending of the late 
civil war many turned their attention to 
seeking new homes on the frontier of the 
west. Among the home seekers was one 
named Weldon, of Alabama, a man reputed 
to be of some means, who first settled in 1873 
in eastern Texas. About two years later, 
having become dissatisfied, he converted all 
his belongings into ready cash and resumed 
his journey westward for New Mexico with 
his family of five. 

Neither he nor any other member of his 
family reached .their destination. He was 
overtaken on the lonely trail by the border 
ruffians who, knowing him to be possessed 
of some $9,000, massacred him and cvery 
member of his family on the banks of a lit- 
tle creek near this city where they had 
camped for the night. A few days later 
their mangled bodies were found by the 
cowboys and buried on the spot not far 
from where the pot of coin was found. 

The creek in that early day had no name 
but has since borne the historical name of 
Dead Man. Many believe this spot to be 
haunted and few will venture near it at 
night. Evidence has been found sufficient 
to connect this last camp of the emigrant 
party with the finding of the pot of gold. 

After the massacre the cowboys followed 
the track of the robbers to Jim Ned creek, 
where it is supposed they separated and 
divided the booty gained. Learning of their 
pursuit by the cowboys it is thought that 
they each became scared and buried their 
share of the money. Whether the other two 
returned and recovered their portions is not 
known, but it is hardly probable that they 
would have left the third portion remaining 
in mother earth. The location of the find 
is now being worked by searching parties 
hoping to recover the remainder and success 
is probable. 


CAPIURE OF TRAEN ROBBERS. 


Officers Surprise a Gang of Desperadoes 
in Indian Territory. 

Vinita, I. T., January 24—A gang of 
train robbers, of which Bob Ro- 
gers was the leader, was lo- 
cated by officers this morning at the home 
of Rogers, on Big creek twenty miles from 
here between 3 and 4 o'clock and was 
pounced upon while asleep in the house. 
Bob Rogers and Dynamite Jack were capt- 
ured unhurt. Dynamite’s brother, Kiowa, 
was killed and Willis Brown was so severe- 
ly wounded that his death is expected. 
None of the officers were hurt. This is 
presumed to.be the outfit, whe successful- 
ly robbed the Kansas and Ark2ansas.Val- 
ley train at Seminole a short time since 
and two days before that made an unsuc- 
cessful attempt on the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas at Kelso. ‘

ATLANTA, GA., January 2, 184, 
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Governor Stone Retires. 

The resignation of Senator Walthall, 
of Mississippi, which is an event to be 
regretted, has been the happy means 
of bringing to a direct and conclusive 
test the attitude of the democrats of 
that state on the silver question, as well 
as on some other questions of moment. 

On Monday night the democratic cau- 

eus of the general assembly of that 
gtate met and formulated a series of 
questions to be put to the democratic 
aspirants for the vacancy created by 
the resignation of Senator Walthall. 
These questions are as interesting as 
they are important. The silver issue, 
in the opinion of the democrats of the 
legislature, is the most important of | 
all, for they placed it first in their list 
of questions to be propounded to the 
senatorial candidates. ‘‘Were you in 
favor of the unconditional repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act?’ 
This question was placed first and fore- 
most, showing that the democrats of 
Mississippi, in common with the dem- 
ocrats in every state of the south, de- 
sire to know whether those who repre- 
sent them in national affairs were in 
favor of carrying out the Chicago plat- 
form by substituting democratic legis- 
lation for a republican act, or whether 
they were in favor of violating the 
party pledge by permitting our currency 
system to rest on the single gold stand- 
ard. ? 
- This test question submitted to the 
senatorial candidates by the Mississippi 
legislature is The most hopeful signal 
we have seen of party unity and party 
harmony. It shows that the overwhelm- 
ing importance of the financial issue 
is as thoroughly understood and appre- 
ciated as it is in Georgia, and in other 
southern states. It shows that the 
party is solidly arrayed against the ene- 
mies of the people who have succeeded 
in destroying as money of final pay- 
ment our whole volume of silver cur- 
rency, and who kave subjected the pro- 
ducers, the property owners and the 
business men of the country to the loss 
of incomputable millions in prices and 
values as the result of the gold mono- 
metallism. 

The second question presented to the 
candidates goes even deeper than the. 
first: “Do you endorse the views of 
Senators George and Walthall on the 
silver question?’ The first question re- 
lates to the palpable violation of the plat- 
form by those who favored the uncon- 
ditional repeal of the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman act. The second ques- 
tion covers the whole ground of bimet- 
allism—the purpose of democrats who 
still represent the people to establish a 
eurrency system suited fo our own needs 
and desires. 

Senators George and Walthall stand 
squarely on the democratic platform. 
They are for the free coinage of silver 
first and international conference after- 
wards, and they opposed to the last the 
undemocratic effort to repeal the Sher- 
man law without substitute legislation 
to prevent the re-establishment of gold 
monometallism. The democrat who en- 
dorses the views of Senators George 
and Walthall may be depended on to 
remain true to the people in any emer- 
gency where their interests clash with 
the greed of the money sharks. 

The third question was: “What is 
your position on the tariff question?’ 
The fourth: “Do you favor the repeal 
of the 10 per cent tax on state banks?” 
These are important questions, but their 
importance bears no reasonable rela- 
tion to the importance of the robbery 
that is now carried on in the name and 
by virtue of gold monometallism—a sys- 
tem that has not enly destroyed billions 
of dollars worth of values during the 
past eighteen months, but has robbed 
business men and producers of. their 
legitimate profits, and left honest labor 
to walk the streets in a starving con- 
dition. 

Among the senatorial candidates was 
Governor Stone. The governor would 
have been glad to serve out the remain- 
der of Senator Walthall’s term. He was 
a candidate the day before the demo- 
cratic caucus submitted its test, but the 
day after he was not a candidate. He 
had been in favor of the unconditional 
| repeal of the purchasing clause of the 

Sherman act. He had declared himself 
| to be in favor of what John Sherman 
_ significantly calls “an honest dollar,” 


which is the dishonest dollar based on 
the single gold standard. 

Therefore Governor Stone found it 
He announced 
that he was po longer a eandidate for 
the senate, and his announcement was 
received with applause. “The democrats 
of Mississipyf will continue to be repre- 
sented in the Senate by men who are 
opposed to Jegislation for the benefit of 
the money sharks and against the inter- 
ests of the people. 

It is fertunate for the whole south that 
tae Mississippi democrats have taken a 
bold and an unflinching stand on the 
silver question and on all the more im- 
portant issues that form the basis of 
the platform pledges. The contest be- 
tween the people and the money sharks 
is now joined as it never was joined 
before. There are no minor issues in 
the way. The decks are cleared, and 
neither the nature of the contest nor the 
result is at all doubtful. 

The action of the democrats of Miss- 
issippl will go far toward harmonizing 
and strengthening the party organiza- 
tion. “There is not a state in the south 
where a candidate for any representa- 
tive office would have a chance of suc- 
cess if he could not answer in the aftir- 
mative the questions propounded to the 
senatorial aspirants by the Mississippi 
legislature. 


A Word from the South. 

It has not been many days since the 
chairman of the state democratic com- 
mittee of Minnesota resigned his posi- 
tion. His excuse for his resignation is 
that the policy of the Administratign as 
to the filling of public offices was break- 
ing up the party organization and ren- 
dering his committee and himself pow- 
erless to advance the cause of democ- 
racy. 

Following this we see in the newspa- 
pers a letter signed by the secretary of 
the democratic state committee of Iilli- 
nois, addressed to Senator Palmer, set- 
ting forth the fact that the hands of the 
democratic party in that state would 
be greatly strengthened if the republican 
Officialg whose terms of office have ex- 
pired, or against whom just and valid 
charges have been preferred, were re- 
moved and their places filled by capa- 
ble and efficient democrats. 

The letter of the secretary is written 
not on his own motion, but by direc- 
tion of the state central committee, and 
he says the prompt removal of such re- 
publican officials would, in the judgment 
of the committee, remove dissensions 
and unite democrats in harmonious ac- 
tion for the success of democratic prin- 
ciples. The Illinois central committee 
implores Senator Palmer to use his best 
efforts in the direction indicated, and 
assures him that the successful ac- 
complishment of the desired result would 
be for the advancement of the best in- 
terests of the democratic party and of 
the country. 

Undoubtedly th&e manifestations 
point to a bad state of affairs. The 
resignation of*the chairman of a state 
democratic committee because the party 


failure of an administration to remove po- 
litical opponents from office, is an event 
that has not occurred within our expe- 
rience, nor have we ever known a state 
central committee to be at the necessity 
of imploring its own party to remove 
obnoxious officials of a different political 
faith and purpose.. 

Such events are to be regretted, espec- 
ially in the case of the party in Illinois, 
which gave us our vice president, and 
which, for the first time since the war, 
succeeded in giving the electoral vote of 
the state to the democrats; but it is to 
be hoped that democrats in the west and 
northwest, in the north and in the south 
will bear in mind that principles stand 
high above offices. Unless we can have 
democratic harmony and unity during 
the next few years the people are un- 
done. 

We commend to the democrats of 
Minnesota and Illinois the attitude and 
temper of the democrats of the south. 
Here all differences have been merged 
into a desire to wrest the control of 
legislation from the element that has 
sacrificed the interests of the people to 
the greed of the eastern money sharks. 
All differences have been merged in a 
firm purpose to carry out the pledges 
of the platform and to restore silver to 
our currency system. 

The offices are important to the effic- 
ieney of a party, but in the south it has 
been demonstrated that harmony and 
unity in behalf of the interests of the 
people are more important and more 
powerful than the federal patronage. 
Southern democrats do not permit fed- 
eral patronage to pervert their princi- 
ples, nor the lack of it to cool their 
ardor in behalf of democratic principles. 

We, therefore, implore the democrats 
of Minnesota and Illinois to stand solid- 
Iy together. The people’s victory is yet 
to be won. If it cannot be won with 
the aid of federal patronage, it must be 
won in spite of it. \

persons at that. To such a state has our 
boasted freedom brought us that slavery 
would be a welcome escape for a million or 
more of our citizens. In fact, we have all 
the horrors of slavery with none of its com- 
pensating features of security in food and 
shelter.”’ 


It appears that wives are still looked 
upon in England, at least in parts of the 
country, as goods and chattels, to be dis- 
posed of at the will of their lords and mas- 
ters. The Sheffield Telegraph of recent 
date bas an amusing account of the sale 
of a wife by an iron worker of Masborough 
to a miner whom she liked better. The 
transaction took place in the presence of 
the parties directly interested, the wife’s 
parents and a couple of friends. The separa- 
tion between husband and wife had been by 
mutual consent, but the husband thought 
he was entitled to some recompense for 
the loss of his wife’s services and set the 
price at £3. The wife thought that this was 
too much, and the miner averred that he 
was not prepared to pay over 20 shillings, 
which he thought a sufficient price. After 
a good deal of haggling the husband offer- 
ed to take £2, but this was not acceptable 
to the purchaser and they finaily compro- 
mised on 30 shillings. A formal agreement 
was then written out, duly signed and de- 
livered, and the wife went off with her 
new owner. 


The Russian. government has decided to 
impose a tax on all occupied houses. This 
tax is to be in:lieu of an income tax, 
which was abandoned as nonfeasible some 
little thme ago. The impost is to be levied 
for the present in 220 of the chief towns of 
European Russia and Poland, which are to 
be divided into four classes. The first class 
comprises the two capitals—Moscow and 
St. Petersburg. There are ten towns in 
the second class, sixty-seven in the third 
and 141 in the fourth. The aggregate pop- 
ulation of these 220 towns is estimated at 
8,500,000. The basis of the tax is to be the 
rental and the minimum assessment in the 
four classes is fixed at 300, 225, 150 and 120 ru- 
bles, respectively. It will be seen that 
these assessments will not press unduly 
on the poorer classes, but it is also in 
contemplation to create a fifth ctass with a 
minimum assessment of 60 rubles. The tax 
wilh in time be extended to the other parts 
of the empire. The present arrangement 
is expcted to bring in about $2,380,000 per 
annum,

The Mercury Took aa Unexpected 
Plange Last Night. 


COLDEST WEATHER OF 1HE SEASON 


The Wave Is Extensive in Its Area, and 
the Cold Snap May Last fora Week, 
and Cause Muoh Suffering. 


If the indications from the weather bu- 
reau are correct—and it rarely happens 
that the weather clerk is found nodding at 
his place of business in the little upper 
room at the custom house—Atlanta will be 
submerged this morning by the coldest wave 
that has swept over this part of the country 
since the winter began. 

When the weather man was asked yes- 
terday afternoon if there was any chance 
of the storm’s-describing a circle and pass- 
ng around Atlanta, he shook his head dole- 
ully. ' 

“No,” said he, ‘“‘the storm is coming and 
nothing can possibly prevent it from sweep- 
ing over Aflanta. We are right in the 
track and the indications point. unmistaka- 
bly to its arrival this evening. Do you not 
begin to feel already a most decided change 
in the weather?” 

With a shrug of fhe shoulders anda 
melancholy glanoe at the window through 
which the rapidly passing clouds were visi- 
ble, the reporter was reluctantly forced to 
admit that he was feeling rather cold, and 
was half inclined to agree with the weather 
man. 

‘Just look at those clouds,” said the lat- 
ter, with an ominous expression about his 
countenance, w®rich seemed to borrow its 
hue from the objects at which he was point- 
ing. The twilight was already beginning 
to gather over the housetops that formed a 
part of the scene, visible through the open 
window, and the color of the atmosphere 
seemed to add an additional emphasis to 
the words of the weather man: 

“It will be the coldest snap we have had 
in a long time, and from the present out- 
look I would advise all of my friends to 
bring out their evercoats and get ready for 
the impending visit. Those who fail to cut 
off the water running through the pipes into 
their homes will regret the absence of fore- 
thought when they wet out of their bed to- 
morrow morning and find the pipes all 
bursted. I do not say for certain that the 
pipes will burst, but I expect to take that 
precaution when | go to my home tonight.” 

“What is the coldest weather we have 
had this winter?’ asked the reporter, as 
the weather man had made a comparative 
statement, saying that the weather would 
be colder than any the country had yet 
experienced. 

“I will have to refer to the records,” 
said the weather man, unable to recall the 
exact figures, after knitting his brow in a 
profound study.

“That's telling,’’ replied the weather man, 
as if he was trying to impersonate an 
oracle and did not care to disclose the 
information which he possessed. “It may 
stay a week, and then again may pass 
away in a day. There is absolutely no 
tellifig.’’ 

After mentally reflecting for a few mo- 
ments the reporter came to the conclusion 
that the argument was about exhausted 
and he might as well prepare for his de- 
parture. Wrapping his overcoat tightly 
about his frail person. he made a slight 
courtesy and hastily retired from the 
apartment. He was soon out of the build- 
ing and threading his way along the street, 
where the cold air was rapidly growing more 
frigid every minute and the people were 
moving about to and fro as if the secret 
of the cold wave was already in the blood 
and they were hurrying away to the milder 
cl’mate of their home firesides. 

This morning when the early riser gets 
up to stir the ashes he will get the cold 


weather full in the teeth and will feel its 


icv current all over his body. 

The man who loves to stay in bed and 
hug to the blankets on account of the lux- 
ury thus derived will cling to the sheets 
this morning with even greater tenacity. 

At a late hour last night she weather 
was still mixing, and the indications felt by 
those who had the misfortune of being on 
the streets pointed to the coldest snap they 
had ever encountered. It is not often that 
Atlanta has a right cold spell, but when 
she does have it it is cold sure enough 
and that without any discount. 

The cold wave to which Atlanta is in- 
Aebted for this dropping of the mércury 
comes from the northwest with a solid 
front, involving the whole of the Mississippi 
valley. It extends over a broad stretch of 


country, reaching all the way from Minne- | 


gota to Texas, and having an average 
breadth of nearly a thousand miles. The 
sections already covered by the cold wave 
report the most disastrous weather to stock 
and vegetation ever known in those por- 
tions of the country. 

Much uneasiness is felt in this section 
on account of the apprehended injury to 
the crops. The mild weather has coaxed 
many of the buds into bursting and sprigs 
of grass have broken through the dirt on 
all the hills around the city. If the fruit 
crop is injured by the cold weather it 
will be a great misfortune, for diseases of 
of every kind lurk in the failure of the 
fruit crops all over the .country. 

It is to be hope the wave will expend its 
force in'a few days and leave the country 
uninsured.

HREE FORGED ORDERS. 


Detective Green Arrests Lewis Belcher

MR. BEAUCHAMP, TEMPERANCE ORATOR, 


Says That His Lecture on :“Sunshine” Is 
Original, and the Friends of Dn Lee 
Have Been Unjust. 


The sequel to the charges made against 
Mr. Beauchamp, the temperance lecturer, 
in which several of the friends of Dr. J. W. 

» Who were present at the opera house 
last Monday night expressed the belief 
that Mr. Beauchamp had borrowed the doc- 
tor’s idea about the storing up of sunshine, 
has come to the front. 

Mr. Beauchamp has written a card, which 
is published in this column, while another 
one appears from Mr. A. A, DeLoacn, bear- 
ing directly upon the same controversy, and 
taking the side of Mr. Beauchamp. 

The criticism of Mr. Beauchamp’s lec- 
ture did not come from The Constitution nor 
from The Constitution’s brief account of 
Mr. Beauchamp’s admirable lecture on last 
Monday evening. 

It came from several of the friends of Dr. 
Lee, who were present at the lecture and 
who heard it throughout its entire delivery. 
Having recently heard Dr. Lee on the same 
line they recognized what they remembered 
to be his thoughts about the storing up of 
sunshine, and which they regarded as Dr. 
Lee’s original conception. 

In The Constitution’s short account of 
the lecture, it was stated that Mr. Beau- 
champ began his lecture with the particu- 
lar reference cited. No intimation was 
made that such was the substance of the 
lecture, while the inference intended was 
that it was purely explanatory and inci- 
dental. Mr. Beauchamp was placed at no 
disadvantage in the matter, as The Consti- 
tution sought and printed his side of the 
story. 

Mr. Beauchamp, in his card, explains that 
he has never met Dr. Lee and has only 
heard of him since his arrival in Atlanta. 
As to the resemblance between their ideas, 
he explains it as a mere coincidence, and 
SayS that neither himself nor Dr. Lee is 
entitled to the credit of originality, so far 
as the ideas in dispute are concerned. 

The card of Mr. Beauchamp will speak 
for itself:

‘Editor Constitution:“? take note of your 
article in this morning’s issue in which I 
am most politely accused of plagiarism. 
With at? @ re respect to Dr. Lee, of whom 
I have only ledfned since coming to At- 
lanta, (being nothing but good of him, I 
assure you), let me pen a brief defense. 
if your reporter had given a synopsis of 
my lecture on ‘““The Sunny Side of Life” in- 
Stead of presenting the opening sentences 
only, leaving the impression upon those 
who were not present that he had covered 
the whole lecture, it seems to me the ridicu- 
lousness of the charge would have 
been apparent. In opening the 
lecture I spoke of Storing in the 
inemory the sunny experiences of life, that 
they might be recalle). in days of trial, 
as the housewlfe prepares the jellies and 
preserves in summer against the winter's 
coming so that when the months of the 
snow king is spread over the earth a 
breath of the summer may yet be had. 
This was all I had to say on the subject 
and I went to the lecture proper—how to 
make home happy. The reference to sun- 
shine took one minute, a lecture on love 
and the talk on courting over one hour. 
1 do claim originality for the lecture as a 
whole, but not for every utterance in 
it. I think it is Holmes, or perhaps Emer- 
son, who says: “Tis his at last who says it 
best.’ I am told Dr. Lee stored his sun- 
shine in a lump of coal. I stored mine 
in a jar of preserves. Dr. Lee’s idea is old 
as science itself and writers by the dozen 
have used the illustration as they have 
used mine before either Dr. Lee or myself 
were born. I never heard the doctor lecture 
and never read any utterance of his. I 
really object to being actused of stealing a 
lecture because I uttered one sentence 
that sounded like a sentence-some one else 
had once used. If Dr. Lee will send his 
manuscript to The Constitution I will send 
a complete stenographic report of mine, 
and if a jury of Constitution editors, after 
comparison, find me guilty of stealing the 
doctor's letter I will give $500 to Atlanta’s 
poor. 

“I make no claims for myself beyond the 
fact that I am trying to save men from 
drink. The Lord has blessed me in Atlanta 
and many men have written and visited me 
telling me that I have helped tiem. I 
could have wished that so able a paper as 
The Constitution could have reported our 
meetings. The printed thought can carry 
conviction even as the uttered one. From 
1,000 to 1,500 people heard.me nightly. As 
a newspaper man of thirty years experi- 
ence, I believe everything ,whether a prize 
fight or a temperance meeting, that attracts 
so Many people is a matter worthy of 
newspaper notice. I regret that your jour- 
nal could only find in my two weeks’ work 
occasion for unjust criticism.

“Editor Constitution—Dr. Lee is one of 
my best friends and a Man TI delight to non- 
or, but when friends o? Dr. Lee accuse My. 
Beauchamp of stealing the doctor’s lecture, 
I must in justice enter my complaint. 
I heard the doctor’s lecture, as well as Mr. 
Beauchamp’s, and there was no similarity 
between them. ‘The stored sunshine’ in 
the latter’s address was a single utterance 
of an idea treated at greater length by Dr. 
Lee, but treated by both in an entirely dif- 
ferent manner and certainly with different 
applications. Both lectures were evidently 
original, both entirély dissimilar an oth 
entertaining in the highest degree. S8in- 
cerely, A. A. DeLOACH.” 

This will no doubt end the dispute. Dr. 
Lee is not in the city and his friends, in 
his absence, will take no part in the contro- 
versy. 

The Constitution has published frequent 
accounts of the meetings of Mr. Beauchamp 
in the city and nothing has at any time 
been said to his individual disparagement 
or the detriment of his good work. As 
to the charges brought against him they 
cannot affect the sincerity of his purpose 
or injure his usefulness among those who 
know and appreciate his fidelity.

TIRED OF THE WAR. 


DeGama Has Asked the American Admiral 
to Act as Mediator. 

Pernambuco, January 23.—(Copyright- 
ed, 189, by The Associated Press.)— 
A dispatch from an Associated 
Press correspondent at Rio | says 
there have been rumors that the Unit- 
ed States would be asked to arbitrate the 
matters of dispute between President Peix- 
oto and the commanders of the insurgent 
forces, but these reports were denied. It 
was understcod that feelers had been sent 
out by the government of President Peixoto 
and that the reply to these feelers was that 
the United States oflicials were not in a 
position to arbitrate any dispute so long 
as only one of the parties directly interested 
intimated that it was open to conciliation 
under the advice of a third party. 

Today, however, the Associated Press 
correspondent is informed, upon good au- 
thority, that Admiral de Gama, tne rebel 
admiral in command of the insurgent fleet, 
has made a request to Admiral Benham, 
the American admiral, asking the latter to 
ba kind enough to act as mediator between 
the insurgents and the government of Pres- 
ident Peixoto, with tne view of bringing 
about some understanding. The Associated 
Press correspondent has been unable to see 
Admiral Benham and obtain a confirmation 
or a denial of this report, but it may be 
safely said that there seems little or no 
doubt of its truth. 

When the news that Admiral de Gama 
was communicating with Admiral Benham 
reached the shore, the greatest satisfac- 
tion was expressed by everybody at the 
prospects of ending the wearisome civil war, 
which has been clogging the wheels of bus- 
iness for four months past. Nobody seems 
to doubt that the American admiral will 
soon be able to patch up a peace between 
the insurgents and the government, for both 
sides admit that they are heartily tired of 
the distressing bombardments and attacks 
and counter attacks, which have been going 
on for so long, with little or no advantage

A. B. Williams, editor of The News, of 
Greenville, 8. ¢., has been in Washington 
several days. Mr. Williams is one of the 
most independent and strongest writers on 
the press of South Carolina. He talks as 
well and as forcibly as he writes. 

Of the political situation in the Palmetto 
State He said today: 

“The signs in South Carolina are propitious 
from a journalistic point of view. It looks as 
if we are to have the most complicated, 
venomous and lunatic political tarantula 
dance ever seen in this country. We 
haven’t got a very big floor but it’s power- 
ful hot. Some states can show up more 
voters than we can but we can count out 
more voters per capita and work out more 
devilment to the voter than any people on 
earth. 

‘Somewhere in the solar system there is 
@ special South Carolina moon, invisible 
but effective. She has a big orbit and 
swings around once in thirty years and 
then we unanimously go looney, and when 
we regularly set ourselves to work to turn 
fool and go on a good old howling political 
debauch we paint things red. Along in tite 
thirties it was nullification and before that 
we had gone tolerably crazy over the French 
revolution and liberty, equality and fra 
ternity. In the sixties it was secession. 
Now it is just general pdlitics. Every man 
in our state is now a politician in full prac- 
tice; every other man is a candidate or ap- 
plicant for something and there is mighty 
near a faction or party for every citizen. 

*‘You remember in 1890 Governor Tillman 
jumped to the front of the farmers’ move- 
ment. He had been working up and organ- 
izng a strong political groundswell. The 
‘farmers’ movement’ was a loose jointed, 
scattering kind of a ghost which had been 
knocked together a year or two before and 
held up on a pole to scare politicians with. 
G. Wash. Shell, clerk of court of Laurens 
county, was chairman of the executive 
committee. He issued a manifesto—a fa- 
mous and historic document in our 
State—abusing nearly everything with 
striking impartiality and calling on the 
people to rise against the ring which he 
alleged existed and was oppressing and 
despoiling. 

Both Sides Were Mad. 

“You know the result, I reckon. There 
was a good deal of result. The March con- 
vention was called, packed and worked. 
Shell called it and Irby worked it. It came 
within two or three votes of smothering, 
the reform movement which was saved only 
by Irby’s magnificent demonstration of 
nerve, gall and energy. Once started, how- 
ever, the movement took. Our time for in- 
Sanity had come. One side was as stark, 
Staring, raving tnad as the other. 

“What's the quotation about making step- 
ping stones of our dead selves to higher 
things? It was most appropriately para- 
phrased in our state with the statement that 
Tillman had made stepping stones of our 
darned fools to high@r spheres. He was gov- 
ernor. Irby defeated Wade Hampton for the 
senate. Shell went to congress. So far so 
good. And it was all right last year when 
the anti-Tillman people made a fight. The 
reformers just renominated their old ticket 
and sailed in again with a hurrah. 

“You understand, of course, that all of 
this is inside the democratic party. All our 
fights are preliminary to and leading up to 
the general primary. 

“In 1852 the Tillmanites, as we call them, 
the reformers as they call themselves, polled 
in the primary 60,000 votes, wiille we anti- 
Tillmanites, or conservatives, squeezed out 
but 30,000. They, wiped up the earth with 
us and have been dancing on our remains 
with what Mr. Cleveland calls ghoulish 
glee ever since. They held the legislature, 
turned out all the old judges with one ex- 
cepton, tightened up the dispensary liquor 
law and from our point of view, played 
the deuce generally. We have been 
like Brown, of Caleveras. The subsequent 
proceedings interested us no more. We 
could only lie and look and groan. 

Trouble Coming For the Heformers. 


“Now, however, the time of travail for 
the reformers has come. The period is here 
for a new divide and it is making trouble. 

“In Columbia some time ago there was a 
conference which included Mr. Bowden, 
editor and owner of The Cotton Plant, Mr. 
Koester, editor of The Columbia Register, 
the journalistic prop of the reform move- 
ment, and several others of the most 
progressive and active leaders of the re- 
form party. Those men lieved and de- 
clared that their party could not continue 
to live and grow on the strength of one 
man. They claimed that as Governor Till- 
man was to be a candidate for the senate 
his supremacy in state matters should end 
and that Senator Irby must be set aside. 

“This movement within the movement 
has spread as fast as the movement iiseif 
did. In two weeks ‘t has shaken things 
tremendously. It- even jarred Tillman and 
it looks now like a kind of political day 
of judgment, the winds and sea roar.ng and 
men’s hearts failing them for fear, because 
they don’t know where they are at. 

“It has been generally claimed that Gov- 
ernor Tilltinan is a mah of great backbone 
and mtich shrewdness. I have never been 
satisfied about that. You can’t judge a 
man’s nerve until you see him playing a 
losing garoe. Covernor Tillman has been 
four years sitting behind a straight flush of 
hearts, running from ace down to ten spot. 
Any chump can play that kind of a hand 
with only one other man in. I want to 
see what he is going to do now that the 
betting is going against him a little and 
he will have to dtaw with care. 

A Shot at Irby. 


“Senator Irby is a Dbluffer and fghter 
from the old country, and he bas with 
him John Gary “vans, who is of the same 
kind. Irby and Shell hate each other with 
the warm enthusiasm which marks the 
hatreds in laws and neighbors. They are 
from the same county. Shell is with the 
Bowden, Koester and Ellerbe party. Ellerbe 
is the present comptroller general and the 
probable candidate of his element for gov- 
ernor. John Gary Evans, father of the 
dispensary law, is the Irby candidate for 
govirnor, but the first fight will come in 
an attempt likely to be made to oust Irby 
from the chairmanship of the state demo- 
¢ratic executive committee. 

“Irby claims that Bowden is a third perty 
man and that the movement he is engaged 
in is an attempt to carry the reformers 
bodily into the third party camp. He says 
he will fight this to the death and that 
Tillman is with him. 

‘“‘The other side deny this charge. They 
say Bowden's pusition in federal politics 
has nothing to do with his tealty to the 
white man’s party in the state ani that he 
is really the man whose wisdom hts Kept 
the third party down; that by conservative 
management and intelligent récognition of 
conditions he is in position to keep the third 
party men inside the democratic organiza- 
tion instead of taking that organ.zation 
into the third party.

The Constitution’s Canoeists Write of 
Their Progress. 


‘THEY ARE FULL OF ENTHUSIASM 


Bometimes They Get a Ducking, but All 
in All They Are Having a Good 
Time on Their Outing. 


Co'umbus, Ga., January 24.—(Special.)— 
My fond hopes at ‘ast have been realized 
and the many hours of weary toil building 
our canoes are now a thing of the past, 
and befofe mé I see the reward of labor— 
craft as beautiful to my eyes as the jewel- 
bedecked barge of Cleopatra and as stanch 
as one of our armed cruisers. 

The day of our departure had arrived and 
the blushes of dawn had not yet tinted the 
eastern sky ere we were astir, busy pack- 
ing our belongings into as small a space as 
possible. After bidding adieu to old friends 
and taking a last fond look at familiar 
faces we left for Bolton and launched our 
canoes. They looked beauiiful out on the 
water as lazily back and forth they ran 
the length of the painter. Two swans 
could not have looked more graceful. 

At 330 o’clock we were ready to start, 
60 once more shaking hands with old 
chums, who wished us God speed, we 
pushed away from the landing and amid 
the cheers of the crowd we paddled down 
the river. 

We passed familiar spots where we had 
spent many pleasant hours at the picnic 
grounds, but soon all was lost to view and 
we silently drifted on, lost .a thought, our 
great voyage had commenced. The trials 
and hardships had yet to come; would we 
stand them all and still cry, ‘‘Nil desperan- 
dum and vive la Constitution?” 

Darkness overtook us about twelve miles 
down, and not finding a desirable landing, 
we tied our boats to an overhanging lita, 
and after partaking of a cold supper, wrap- 
ped our blankets around @ and tried to 
sleep. Either the crampea space in our 
boats or thoughts of home compelled us to 
keep awake and with gladness we hailed 
the messenger of day as the sun arose. 
We pushed off, and had breakfast several 
miles down the river, after which it com- 
menced to rain, and not finding shelter, 
we paddled on down the river. After din- 
ner the clouds cleared oft and 
we enjoyed a pleasant afternoon. About 
sundown we saw ahead of us a large bluff, 
which seemed to comp-etely stop our 
course, and our past experiences told us 
that fun was ahead for us, and we soon 
found that here was an abrupt curve and 
the water became swift, rocks began to 
loom up from the riyer and in a few min- 
utes we were shooting over our first 
ghoals. It was a very good introduction 
and brought our hands into play to man- 
age our craft and see how they behaved in 
swift water. They promptly obeyed our pad- 
die and we passed over in safety and were 
‘ready for another in a few minutes, but 
night overtook us, and finding a ferry close 
by, tied up our boats and had all fast when 
it commenced to rain. We found an empty 
cabin about a mile away, and shouldering 
our blankets, skillet, pails and provisions, 
took a near cut through some _ plowed 
ground and after a tedious tramp through 
the loose earth arrived there in safety. We 
managed to cook our supper, after which 
we made our bed on the top of a piie of 
cotton seed, which answered the purpose as 
well as cou.d be expected. In the morning 
it was still raining, and not caring to 
travel on and get wet, we went hunting 
instead, and consequently got drenched, 
after killing several rabbits; we took them 
to an old negro auntie, who cooked them as 
an auntie only can cook and set before us 
in short order a dish of steaming rabbit 
with its accompanying trimmings of “pone” 
and “‘taters.”’ 

Some Beautiful Scenery. 


We thoroughly enjoyed the meal, 
and after listening to ante-bellum 
stories for some time, our eyes began to 
drop and we repaired once more to our 
downy bed to dream of home. Fearing that 
something had happened to our boats we 
went down to the river early, and packing 
everything away, resumed our journey. It 
was impossible to see far through the fog, 
but the appearance of old Sol soon melted 
it away into glorious sunshine, which filled 
our hearts with gratitude and joy. 

The river is very beautiful here, the bare 
branches of the trees overhanging the 
water swayea to and fro in the cool morn- 
ing breeze and the swift current bore us 
onward to the sea as we lazily floated on 
and enjoyed the beauties of nature. To- 
wards evening we ran up a small stream 
for about a mile and found a splendid 
camping ground, and piling large logs on 
our fire, feli asleep ana awoke next morn- 
ing rather co.d and stiff after our first 
night out on the ground. By the light of 
our tire we stored away our goods and 
long before sunrise we were miles aown the 
river. 

Shooting the Rapids. 

We reached Mederis falls about 11 o’clock. 
They are indeed rough; only in one place 
are they passable, but by careful manage- 
ment we passed over ‘them in safety. 
About 1 o’clock we stopped for dinner and 
while waitimg for the coffee to boil I took 
the gun and went on a foraging expedition, 
but returned with nothing but a ravenous 
appetite, caused by a fruitless tramp over 
a large red hill of old Georgia. The coffee 
had long since been made and the odor 
that came from the ashes where our corn- 
bread was cooking seemed to touch a ten- 
der spot and no Richelieu dinner coud 
have kept me away from the spot, but 
when our tin plates were brought out and 
we tasted the coffee and “‘pone”’ it seemed a 
dinner fit for any monarch let alone the 
“captains” of the Hiawatha and Minne- 
haha. While enjoying our _ after-dinner 
pipe we walked over a neighboring hill to 
see what was making such a roaring, ana 
as we reached its summit a beautiful sight 
rewarded us for our climb. Below us lay a 
shoal about two miles long, which re- 
minded me of the rough parts of some of 
the Cenadian rivers; it seemed as though 
a part of the Ottawa had been placed in 
the midst of Georgia hills. We tried to 
plan our course as wel. as possible from 
our rocky observatory, but when in 
our canoes. they assumed a different 
aspect. I had not more than 
reached the swift water before my boat 
Btruck a sunken rock and I promptly got 
out into the river, not, however, willingly. 
In a few seconds I was “all aboard,” but 
in turning over my boat had drifted into 
another channel, and managing it as well 
as I could, I was obliged to get out and 
push it off three times. The water, to 
say nothing of being wet, was chilly, but 
characteristic of the old Constitution, we 
came out on top every time and reached the 
eddy water | in safety. After running se 
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eral minor rapids we arrived at Franklin 
about 4 o’clock. 

We were met at the landing by Mr. Lump- 
kin, proprietor of the Commercial hotel, 
who offered us the best room in his house 
as he had for many years been an old 


_ friend ‘and subscriber to The Constitution. 


Without any hesitation we accepted his 
kind ofter and we quickly prepared our 
boats for the night and walked to the hotel. 
Our room was all ready for us. A large 


log fire was sending up clouds of sparks, © 


every one of which seemed to welcome us. 

The familiar ringing of the bell told us 
Supper was ready and we did justice to 
the sumptuous repast, which was set be- 
fore us. After supper the parlor doors 
were thrown open and we enjoyed a musical 
evening provided by some. of Franklin's 
local talent, who had organized a string 
band. They are worthy of great praise 
for their work and the splendid manner in 
which" they play their several instruments. 

Karly in the morning we shouldered our 
guns and went out on a hunt. We secured 
a couple of good dogs and while walking up 
the street saw a large black dog, known 
as Jumbo. _I asked him was he any rela- 
tion to:“Jumbo” Hunter. He looked at 
me earnestly for a few seconds, and turned 
around and walked down the street with 
his tail between his legs. And all the 
time we were there he seemed insulted. 

We were shown over the town by Mr. 
McCutcheon, the editor of a newsy little pa- 
per, The News and Banner. 

Franklin is an old town, situated on the 
rolling hills of Dixie. It has about four 
hundred inhabitants, who are a clever and 
genial people. In our walk we visited the 
Franklin institute, a fine school, built on 
the summit of a verdant hill overlooking 
the town. Professor Hargraves, the prin- 
cipal, kindly escorted us through the sev- 
eral departments, which are in a flourishing 
condition. Miss Mary Parks, who is in- 
Structor in vocal and instrumental music, 
favored us with several selections, which 
we thoroughly enjoyed. From here we 
crossed a large field and stood on a 
large ledge of rocks, known as 
Lover’s Leap, about which hangs an old In- 
dian legend. The river was the dividing 
line between two hostile tribes of Cherokee 
Indians. 

Enmity ran high between the opposite 
tribes, but through all there was one heart 
in each opposing tribe that knew of nothing 
but love. A brave of the western tribe 
loved the daughter of the chief of the 
eastern tribe, but their affection was not 
countenanced by either of the rival chiets. 
Love will surely find a way, and the prave 
would silently cross the river and as the 
Shades of night would gather in the thick 
pine woods he would meet his loved one at 
some favorite trysting place and they 
would wander aroynd ‘happy in: one an- 
other’s company. For hours they would 
listen to the roaring of the river as it 
dashed against the rocks, or to the sing- 
ing, of the cricket until the evening shadows 
had vanished and the moon shed her silver 
beams on the river. They would part and 
return to their different tribes. 

Finding their secret meetings becoming 
rather dangerous they decided to throw 
themselves from the rock into the waters 
below. So, hand in hand, they jumped 
from the rocky eminence and thus entered 
the happy hunting grounds together. And 
after these many years have passed lovers 
still meet here and yet not enter the happy 
hunting ground, but to tell the old story 
over again. Here we stood. The village 
nestling cozily on the hillside. the old 
courthouse and many old buildings built 
long before the war, are in good condi- 
tion, some having withstood the ravages 
of time for sixty years. We descended the 
hill and went to dinner, which consisted 
of all the delicacies of one of the best city 
hotels. Mine Host Lumpkin is a genuine 
southern gentlellan, brimful of fun, and 
has a charming way of treating his guests. 

Next afterrnioon we left amid the cheerv 
of the citizens, who treated us royally, not 
alone for ourselves, but for the respect and 
admiration for the paper we represented. 

In a couple of days we arrived at our 
first carry—over Bentley’s dam—after which 
we struck some rough water. One place 
we were compelled to wade and haul our 
boats. Sometimes the water would be 
up to our waist and then in a few feet it 
would not be more than a céuple of inches. 
After these shoals we fdund some very 
swift sluices, built by the navigation com- 
pany, and we reached West Point on Sun- 
day afternoon, after being out eight days, 
having traveled four and covered f10 miles.

If Rumors About the Lonisville and 
Nashville Be True. 


WILL THAT LINE LEAVE THE ASSOCIATION 


The L. & N. Refuses to Abide the Agree- 
ment of the Southern Passenger As- 
sociation—Other Railroad News. 


The alleged probability of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad pulling out of the 
Southern Passenger Association {tn the sen- 
sation of the hour in railroad circles, 

Dispatches from Knoxville seem to indi- 
cate that recent conferences with the gen- 
eral passenger agent of the Louisville and 
Nashville show a strong dispositior® to with- 
draw from the association or else stay in 
and continue the offense against which 
charges have been instituted until» turned 
out. 

The sf®tuation is irteresting. 

Not many days ago Assistant Commis- 
sioner Slaughter, who has all such matters 
under control in this region of the southern 
country by authority of the Southern Pas- 
senger Association, issued a circular in- 
structing the railroads that make up the 
association to practically boycott the Knox- 
ville, Cumberland Gap and Louisville rail- 
road, the Morristown and Cumberland Gap 
railroad and the South Atlantic and Ohio 
rai.road, 

Ail of the railroais complied with the or- 
ders from the commissioner except the 
Louisville and Nasnville. And this brings 
on the trouble with the road and the South- 
ern Passenger Association. 

The order from the commissioner was sent 
out after action had been formally taken by 
the rate committee of the Southern Pas- 
senger Association. Here is the text of the 
circular he issued: : 

“To General Passenger Agents of Com- 
panies Members of the Southern Passenger 
Association. Gentlsmen: At a meeting of 
the rate committee held at New York, De- 
cember 19, 1893, the chairman presented a 
complaint brought by a member against 
the Knoxville, Cumberland Gap and Louis- 
ville, Morristown and Cumberland Gap and 
south Atlantic and Ohio Railroad Com- 
panies, charging a violation of the rules 
and regulations of the Southern Passenger 
Association, and the followizg resolution 
was adopted: 

“Whereas, The commissioner has procured 
evidence, which in his opinion is authentic, 
that the above railroad companies had 
vicilated the rules and regulations of this 
assoc . 
Tn esabeed That he is hereby authorized 
to order a discontinuance of interchange oft 
passenger business with said roads until 
such time as he may reccmmend that such 


relations be restored, 

“The commissioner therefore orders that 
lines members of this associat-on withdraw 
all ticket and baggage check representation 
to points on and reached by the lines of 
the Knoxville, Cumberland Gap and Louis- 
ville, Morristown and Cun terland Gap and 
the South Atlancic and Chic railroads, and 
forbids tha acceptance of tickets from 
points on said lines, or tickets issued by 
lines outside of this association and reading 
over Knoxville, Cumberland Gap and Louis- 
ville. Morristown and Cumberland Gap and 
South Atlantic and Ohio railroads, to points 
on or reached via lines members of this as- 
sociation. this order to take effect January 


20, 1894. Yours very truly, 
“Mm. SLAUGHTER, 


“Assistant Commissioner.”4 

“Yes, the Louisville and Nashville has 
been opposing the action of the association 
is this matter ever since that action was 
taken,” said Commissioner Slaughter yes- 
terday, when seen by The Constitution, 
“and the Louisville and Nashville is the 
only line in the association that is persist- 
ing in such conduct. 

“T have not been informed, however, as 
to what the intentions of the Louisville and 
Nashville people are, whether they intend 
to withdraw or not. I may say that I do 
not believe that the company will think of 
pulling out of .the association, though it 
may. 

“T have taken no steps to remove the 
road from the association and I don’t think 
the road will take any to get out. 

“The reason the Cumberland Gap road 
was boycotted, as you call it, is because 
some of the roads of the association brought 
charges against these lines for violations 
of the rules and regulations of the associa- 
tion. The roads are not themselves mem- 
bers of the association, but we have the 
right to withdraw all traffic arrangements 
with offending lines at the will 
of the association, whether those 
lines be members of the association or not, 
because their traffic arrangements with 
the lines that are members are all secured 
by the authority and upon the systematic 
basis of the association. 

‘“T am disposed to think that the trouble 
will adjust itself and that the Louisville 
and Nashville. will come under the wire 
along with the other roads of the associa- 
tion.”’ 

The Central's New Commercial Agent. 

The following item from the raliroad col- 
umns of The Cincinnati Commepscial Ga- 
zette is of interest here: 

“The Central Railroad of Georgia yester- 
day filled the position of commercial agent, 
made vacant by the moval of W. H. 
Moffett. The new man is E. W. White, 
vice president of the Cincinnati, George- 
town and Portsmouth railroie*, and his ac- 
ceptance will surprise railroad men in gen- 
eral, as he has so much work now that it 
looks .unreasonable that he could do any 
more. 

‘In this connection, however, it might be 
added that the Central is thinking strongly 
of making the office a general one, and 
then Mr. White will report to headquarters 
at Savannah, instead of to Mr. R. C. Hicks, 
the general agent, who is located at St. 
Louis. The belief that Mr. White will be 
put in charge of a department is made 
strong from the fact that he has an assist- 
ant who was also appointed yesterday. The 
assistant is G. T. Arnold, a son of James 
M. Arnold. loeal freight agent of the Cin- 
cinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
railway. Mr. Arnold has been working as 
a clerk under his father, and he resigned 
last night to.go to his new position as so- 
liciting agent, which is quite an elevation 
for a young man. 

“As for Mr. White, he is practically not 
known as the vice president of the Cincin- 
nati, Georgetown and Portsmouth, but, as 
general passenger agent of the road, he is 
widely known. For several years he has 
been one of the hustlers on his line and he 
has filled almost .every department on the 
road, so is thoroughly equipped. The ap- 
pointees will have an office in room 42 of 
the Carew building, where they will be 
found today.+ 

‘‘As for Mr. Moffett, it is said he will he 
cared for by the Central. The trouble with 
him was the loaning of passes, but Mr. 
Hicks has been investigating, and it is said 
he has avout concluded that Moffett was 
the victim of a conspiracy, and did not do 
as much “farmipg’’ as at first claimed. 
Railroad men, as a rule, condemn Mr. Mof- 
fett’s offense, but many do not think that 
he should be outlawed, and some say he 
will draw a salary very shortly.” 

The Q@..and C.’s New Train. 

Yesterday morning the first trip of the 
new train over the Queen and Crescent and 
the East Tennessee was made through At- 
lanta. 

The train showed up most handsomely.

Editor Constitution: As Tillmanism has 
had a fair trial by this time in South Car- 
olina it might not be out of place to take 
a review of the movement, with a view 
to find out what its effect has been upon 
the interests of the state.

One must remember when reading this 
dainty cameo that Burns was really a 
plowman, and it was while driving his 
plowshare through the sterile soil of his 
‘poor little handkerchief of a farm, at Moss- 
gie, that the incident occurred that inspired 
‘the song. What a delightful fellow he must 
have been, with his big, burly body and 
toil-hardened hands, and his tender, sensi- 
tive and discerning heart. Jt was iy this 
same field that he afterward turned up the 
mouse that prompted him to write the well- 
remembered lines: 


“But, mousie, thou are no thy lane, 

In proving foresight be in vain, 

The best laid schemes o’ mice an’ men 
Gang oft a-gley, 

An’ la’e us nought but grief and pain 
For promised joy.” 


The similarity cf the versification shows 
that one poem doubtless called the other to 
his mind. It is said that the lines begin- 
ning “The best laid plans’ are more quoted 
than any in the language. 

Burns's versatility is a trait not gener- 
ally understood or credited among those 
desultory readers whe know him ¢éhiefly by 
his work in dialect, yet he was versatile— 
exceedingly so, and capable of strong, ster- 
ling English. His poem, “‘A Winter Night,” 
is a good instance of this. Take for exam- 
ple the stanza: 

“See stern oppression’s iron , 

Or mad genbition’s gory nig 
Sending like blood hounds from the slip, 

Woe, want and murder o’er a land.”

One might go on ad libitum and find old 
friends on every page. It makes very lit- 
tle difference what estimate the critics put 
on such. a man. He hes written that 
which will live until human nature is re- 
modeled and the human heart made over 
On new lines. It requires no student to un- 
derstand - Burns. The humblest reader 
knows exactly what he is talking about. 
Wise people have formed Browning clubs 
and spend a good deal of time endeavoring 
to find out what the master is saying to 
them, but nobody ever heard of a club 
whose mission on earth was to decipher 
Bobby Burns. 

So the event that is celebrated today is 
likely to be perpetuated, just as it has 
been perpetuated for all these years 
Since the great-hearted minstrel died. His 
verses grow sweeter and mellower with 
time, and if any literary prediction can be 
Sanely ventured is that this time a cen- 
tury <o eome there will still be hosts to 
honor the memory of Burns.

Explains the Mystery. 

“A few weeks aso another box was found 
at the north in the hands of a man who has; 
offered them for sale and the Stonewall 
camp is now raising a fund to buy them 
in. How these medals got to the north 
and what became of the rest of them has 
been a great mystery up to yesterday, when 
the barrels were found in the old Savannah 
warehouse. This, to my thinking, settles 
the question. The medals were evidently 
run through the blockade into the Savan- 
nah hartor. In the confusion of the times 
they were overlooked and those which got 
to the north were carried there by union 
soldiers during the war. The bulk of them 
were overlooked and have been lying in 
Savannah ever since. This seems to me to 
be the plausible explanation of the mystery. 

“The medal is quite large, perhaps two 
and one-half inches in diameter. ‘The 
frame is of some metal painted black and 
holds a medallion bearing a picture of Stone- 
wall Jackson and this inscription: ‘“Lieu- 
tenant General T. J. Jackson—‘Stonewall’— 
Born, 1821; died, 18683—Deo Vindici.”” On 
the reverse side is handsomely engraved the 
following list of battles in which the brigade 
took part: Fredericksburg, Harper’s Ferry, 
Shepherdstown, Bull Run, Chantilly, Mar- 
tinsburg, Antietam, the Wilderness, Kerns- 
town, Front Royal, Middletown, Winchester, 
Strasburg, Harrisonburg, Port Republic, 
Mechanicsville, Cold Harbor, White Oak 
Swamp, Malvern Hill, Cedar Mountain,
